Please be advised that we have conducted a careful and 
thorough search of our records systems most likely to contain 
information on you, namely those files from our Directorate of 
Operations, Office of Security, Office of Personnel, Office of 
Central Reference, and our Office of Public Affairs. The 
specific records systems searched are checked in red on the 
enclosure. As you may be aware. Executive Order 12333 
prohibits the CIA from collecting information on U.S. persons 
except under certain prescribed circumstances. Thus, it Is 
unlikely that this Agency would collec t in formati on on
